CHAPTER  I 
Vital  Statistics 

Area  and  population — The  area  of  the  Province  is  82,198  sq. miles  and  the  popula¬ 
tion  according  to  the  census  of  1941  is  87,28,  544  excluding  the  States.  The  average 
population  per  sq.  mile  is  271.  As  there  is  no  arrangement  for  collection  of  Vital 
Statistics  in  certain  parts  of  the  Gan  jam  Agency  and  a  large  part  of  Koraput  district, 
the  statistics  given  in  the  report  relate  only  to  a  population  of  78,63,021. 

The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  was  2,16,391,  the  number  of  male'? 
being  1,11,865  and  females  1,04,526  against  a  total  of  2,13,655  or  1,10,665  males  and 
1,02,990  females  in  1945. 


Birth  and  death  rates — The  Provincial  birth  rate  was  27*52  per  raille  during  the 
year  underreport  against  27*35  in  1945.  The  death  rate  was  23*83  against  27*86  in  the 
previous  year.

Birth  Registration — The  rural  and  urban  areas  recorded  2,08,828  and  7,563  against 
2,06,  840  and  6,815  respectively  in  the  previous  year.  The  highest  birth  rate  was  31*67 
recorded  in  the  Ganjam  plains  and  the  lowest  was  5*41  in  the  Agency  districts  (Ganjam 
Agency  and  Koraput). 

Death  Registration — The  death  rates  recorded  by  the  rural  and  urban  areas  were 
1,81,319  and  6,029  against  2,10,760  and  6,852  respectively  in  the  year  1945. 


The  highest  death  rate  was  29*59  recorded  in  the  district  of  Cuttack  and  the  lowest 
was  4*33  in  the  Agency  districts  (Ganjam  Agency  and  Koraput).

Mortality  according  to  age ,  class  and  sex — 95,522  males  and  91,826  females  died 
in  1946  with  a  death  rate  of  25*16  for  males  and  25*58  for  females  against  1,09,966  (29*18) 
and  1  07,646  (26*63)  in  1945.  37,049  deaths  were  recorded  amongst  infants  under  1  year 
giving  a  mortality  rate  of  175  83  per  mille  of  live  births  against  380*53  and  a  mortality 
rate  of  178*10  in  1945.  The  death  rate  was  highest  amongst  the  Hindus  (27*41)  and 
lowest  amongst  Christians  and  other  classes  (8*83  and  1*51  respectively).

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Cholera — The  death  rate  from  cholera  decreased  from  1*36  in  the  previous  year  to 
0*92  per  mille  this  year..  The  highest  incidence  was  recorded  in  the  Cuttack  district^ 
the  death  rate  being  1*  61  and  the  lowest  wa3  in  the  Agency  districts  with  a  rate  of  0*01.

Preventive  measures  for  the  control  of  cholera  were  adopted  by  way  of  inoculation 
disinfection  of  water  sources,  etc.  and  by  educative  propaganda  by  Public  Health  lectures, 
with  and  without  magic  lanterns,  distribution  of  phamplets.  etc.  A  free  supply  of  5,48,000 
ecs.  of  cholera  vaccine  at  a  cost  of  Rs.  26,343  was  made  by  the  Department  to  the  local 
bodies  concerned. 


Smallpox — There  were  6,080  deaths  from  smallpox  giving  a  rate  of  0*79  per  mille  in 
1945  as  compared  to  12,018  (1*54)  in  1945.  Cuttack  district  recoided  the  highest  incidence 
(1*45)  and  the  Agency  districts  recorded  the  lowest  (0.01).

As  usual  vaccine  lymph  was  supplied  from  the  Vaccine  Institute  of  the  Government 
of  Bihar  to  the  Local  bodies.  Vaccine  lymph  worth  Rs.  35,  030  was  purchased  from  the 
institute  during  the  year. 


2,13  414  primary  and  9,13,552  re- vaccination  operations  were  done  during  the  year 
giving  a  total  of  11,26,966  against  14,35,029  in  the  previous  year. 

,  .  Plague  1  — The  Province  was  free  from  plague. 

Dysentery  and  Diarrhoea  : — There  were  14,157  deaths  from  this  group  of  diseases  with 
a  rate  of  1*80  per  mille  during  the  year  underreport  against  17  093  (2-19)  in  1945.  The 
districts  of  Cuttack  (3*64)  and  Puri  (1*99)  recorded  high  death  rates  while  the  incidence 
was  low  in  Angul  subdivision  (0*23)  and  Agency  districts  (0*33). 

Respira'ory  diseases  : — There  were  4,731  deaths  from  respiratory  diseases  during  the 
year  giving  a  mortality  rate  of  0*60  against  4,407  (0*56)  in  the  previous  year  These  figures 
i  nelude  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  which  probably  claims  a  large  percentage. 

There  is  one  Tuberculosis  Clinic  in  the  premises  of  the  Cuttack  General  Hospital, 
which  has  been  provided  with  six  observation  beds.  Examination  of  blood,  sputum,  etc., 
was  done  as  usual  and  where  necessary  the  cases  were  sent  to  different  sanatoria  in  India. 
623  patients  attended  the  clinic  during  the  year. 

CHAPTER  SV

Fairs  aod  Festivals 

The  Province  is  popular  for  its  fairs  and  festivals,  specially  so  for  its  Car  festival  at 
Puri.  The  Snan,  the  Car  and  the  Return  car  festivals  attract  a  large  number  of 
pilgrims  from  all  parts  of  India.  A  Committee  was  formed  to  draw  up  plans  for  improving 
sanitary  conditions  in  the  Puri  town  and  making  , ,  arrangements  for  dealing 
with  the  problems  arising  out  of  tbo  annual  Ratha  Jatra.  Government  sanctioned 
Rs.  19,000  to  the  Puri  Municipality  and  Rs.  10,000  to  the  Puri  District  Board  to  3nabl$ 
them  to  give  effect  to  the  reeommenclations  of  the  Committee. 
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The  Directors  of  Public  Health  of  other  Provinces  were  requested  to  keep  the  Health. 
Officer,  Puri  Municipality  informed  of  the  epidemic  position  in  their  respective  Provinces 
and  also  to  see  that  the  intending  pilgrims  from  their  Provinces  were  inoculated  anainsb 
Cholera  before  they  left  for  the  festival.  Similar  arrangements  were  made  with  the 
Health  Officers  of  the  districts  within  the  Province. 

Eight  Sub-Assistant  Surgeons, 3  District  Leprosy  and  Epidemic  Officers  and  3  Health 
Inspectors  were  deputed  by  Government  to  supplement  the  municipal  staff  for  festival' 
duty.  A  field  laboratory  was  established  in  the  premises  of  the  Headquarters  Hospital, 
Puri,  to  help  diagnosis  of  cases. 

The  attendance  in  the  festivals  wss  approximately  1,75.000.  The  pilgrims  were 
instructed  by  propaganda  to  observe  sanitary  and  hygienic  principles.  Strict  control 
was  also  exercised  over  the  sale  of  unwholesome  food  in  the  streets,  markets  and  hotels. 

During  the  wholo  festival  period  only  11  attacks  and  2  deaths  from  cholera  were 
reported.  The  excellent  services  rendered  by  the  voluntary  organisations,  viz.,  St, 
John  Ambulance,  Bharat  Seva  Sangha  etc.,  deserve  commendalion. 


CHAPTER  V 
Urban  Sanitation 

There  are  8  Municipalities  in  the  Province  with  a  total  population  of  2, 30, 476- 
according  to  the  census  of  1941. 

There  are  class  I  Health  Officers  at  Cuttack  and  Puri  and  a  II  class  Health  Officer  at 
Berhampur.  The  remaining  Municipalities  employed  qualified  Health  Inspectors  to  look 
after  the  Municipal  sanitation. 

The  Municipalities  of  Berhampur  and  Puri  have  got  protected  piped  water-supply 
but  the  supply  is  not  adequate.  There  is  no  drainage  system  in  the  Province  worth 
mentioning.  The  post-war  scheme  contemplate  a  Province-wide  installation  of  water- 
supply  and  drainage.  The  statement  below  shows  the  ieceipts  and  expenditure  of  the 
Municipalities  for  sanitary  purposes  during  the  year  1945-46  as  compared  to  the  previous 
year.

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CHAPTER  VI 
Rural  Sanitation 

There  was  no  change  in  the  Public  Health  Organisation  of  the  various  districts  of  the 
Province  during  the  year  under  report.  Each  district  has  cot  a  class  I  Health  Officer 
except  Koraput  where  the  Civil  Surgeon  is  meharge  of  Public  Health  Administration. 
rj  he  Civil  Surgeons,  Ganjarn  and  Cuttack  are  respectively  in  charge  of  the  Public  Health 
m  Gar:  jam  Agency  and  Angul  subdivision. 

Sanitary  masonry  wells  are  very  few  in  the  rural  areas,  the  chief  source  of  water- 
;  up  ply  being  rivers,  canals,  tanks,  shallow,  wells,  etc. 

There  is  no  conservancy  at  all.  A  few  health  units  have  been  functioning  to  improve 

the  general  sanction  of  the  villages. 

The  following  statement  shows  the  expenditure  on  sanitation  incurred  by  the  District 
Beards  during  the  year  1945-46  as  compared  to  the  previous  year.

CHAPTER  m S 
Fevers 

Fever  is  one  of  the  chief  causes  of  mortality  in  the  Province.  There  were  1,01,720 
deaths  with  a  mortality  rate  of  12*94  per  mille  of  population  against  1,21,585  or  15*56 
per  mille  in  tire  previous  year.  High  death  rates  were  recorded  in  Khondmals  (20  02) 
Balasore  (18*18)  and  lowest  incidence  wa3  recorded  in  the  Ag  ncy  districts  (2*02).

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During  the  year  under  review  there  was  outbreak  of  Milam  in  some  village?  in 
Cuttack  district  notably  in  Bantala  and  Indipur  in  Kon  irapirn.  Brief  iavesti  xifc'o  1  of 
these  places  revealed  the  presence  of  A.  Annularis.  Tnis  prepen derate  specie?  is  famous 
for  breeding  in  silt  laden  water.  The  spleen  rates  of  both  the  places  was  about  90  per 
cent. 

Anti-malaria  measures  are  instituted  by  the  District  Board,  Cuttack,  by  distributing 
anti-malarial  durg3  to  control  the  epidemic.  No  other  measures  ag  liast  the  mosquitoes 
were  carried  out  due  to  the  financial  and  local  conditions  of  the  place. 

One  Malaria  Survey  Unit  at  Bhubaneswar  was  op  mo  1  in  the  month  of  August  1946 
to  find  out  the  vector  species  and  favourable  local  conditions  responsible  for  the  breeding 
of  mosquitoes  in  connection  with  the  construction  of  the  capital  t  nvn.  The  vector 
species  has  not  yet  been  detected.  The  report  will  duly  be  submitted  to  the  Government 
after  the  survey  work  is  finished. 

Tvvo  control  units  were  established  one  at  Cuttack  and  the  other  at  Koraput  to 
ciTry  out  anti-larval  measures  more  efficiently.  Malaria  control  unit  at  Koraput  could 
not  function  during  the  year  as  most  of  the  staff  did  not  join  in  time. 

Anti-malaria  measures  in  other  Municipalities  we  -e  carried  out  satisfactorily 
There  was  no  severe  epidemic  of  malaria  during  the  year  under  report. 

Government  sanctioned  grants  of  Rs.  2,000  each  to  all  Municipalities  except  a  sum 
of  Rs.  4,000  to  Balasore  Municipality.  A  sum  of  Rs  1,500  each  is  given  to  Parlakimedi 
and  Jajpur  Municipalities  and  the  Puri  Municipality  was  also  given  Rs  2,000  for  this 
purpose.  All  the  District  Boards  were  given  a  sum  of  Rs.  5,000  each  to  combat  malaria. 

During  the  year  830  lbs.  of  quinine,  338  lbs.  of  Cinchona  febrifuge,  26,92,405 
tablets  of  quinine  substitutes  and  35,900  tablets  of  quinine  sulph,  4,573  boxes  of  quinine 
injections  and  15,650  tablets  of  Pamaquin  were  issued  to  hospitals  and  dispensaries. 
Local  Bodies,  Chemists  and  Druggists  and  Post  Offices  and  schools  for  sale  to  rfm 
general  public  and  distribution  among  the  school  children  besides  the  quantity  issued 
to  the  Health  Officers  and  Civil  Surgeons  for  free  distribution  in  the  affected  area«. 
Government  also  secured  |  ton  of  D.  D.  T.  and  supplied  to  the  Local  Bodies.  During  the 
latter  part  of  the  year  Government  sanctioned  Rs.  45,000  to  various  Local  Bodies  for 
cairying  out  anti-malaria  measures. 

CHAPTER  VIII 

iVlatorniiy  and  Child  Welfare 

During  the  year  under  review  6  maternity  and  child  welfare  centres  functioned  at 
Cuttack,  Berhamper,  Sambalpur,  Puri  and  Russelkonda  on  an  organised  basis  under  the 
management  of  local  maternity  and  child  welfare  committees.  8  maternity  centres 
carried  on  their  usual  activities  at  Koraput,  Jeypoie,  Umerkote,  Parlakimedi, 
Purushottampur,  Khurda,  Bargarh  and  Bhadrak  under  the  supervision  of  the  Local 
Medical  Officers.  Arrangements  were  .being  made  to  bring  the  centres  at  Anguj, 
Rayaghada  and  Hatigarh  up  to  the  standard. 

2.  The  centres  at  Cuttack  and  Balasore  were  in  char  o  of  a  lady  Sub-Assistant 
Surgeon  and  a  Maternity  Supervisor  respectively.  The  cej  tros  at  Puri,  Sambalpur  and 
Berhampur  were  previously  sanctioned  by  Government,  but  could  not  function  due 
to  non-availability  of  qualified  personnel.  Steps  are  be  i  g  taken  to  train  suitable 
candidates  for  the  posts. 

3.  Dai  training  classes  were  held  in  Cuttack  Centre  where  4  to  6  candidates  were 

trained  under  the  auspices  of  the  Victoria  Memorial  Scholarship  Fund.  « 

4.  Out  of  a  total  of  3,278  domiciliary  midwifery  cases  conducted  by  the  staff  ot 
14  centres  in  the  Province,  627  cases  were  conducted  in  Cuttack,  520  in  Puri  and 
306  in  Parlakimedi.

Distribution  of  milk  to  pre-natals,  nursing  mothers  and  infants  was  carried  on 
during  the  year.  Dried  milk  obtained  through  the  courtesy  of  the  Indian  Red  Cross 
Society,  Multivitamin  tablets  supplied  by  the  American  Mission  were  also  distributed 
amongst  the  expectant  mothers  and  needy  children  under  the  supervision  of  lady 

Doctors. 

Ante-natal  and  post-natal  clinics  were  held  regularly  on  fixed  days,  twice  a  week  in 
a'most  all  the  urban  maternity  and  child  welfare  centres.  The  lady  doctors  entrusted 
with  the  supe  rvision  of  dais’  work  carried  on  their  duties  efficiently  by  regular  visits 
to  homes  of  patients  in  the  afternoons. 

CHAPTER  IX 
School  Medical  Inspection 

During  the  year  under  report,  medical  examination  of  students  was  conducted  only 
in  24  High  Schools.  As  many  as  2,646 students  were  medically  examined  of  whom 
1,716  were  found  defective.  Of  835  old  defective  students  recommended  for 
i  reatmeut,  c04  students  actually  received  treatment  and  benefited  thereby.  All  the 
guardians  of  the  defective  students  were  advised  to  get  their  wards  treated  and  most 
of  such  students  were  found  to  have  been  cured  of  their  ailments  when  they  were 
re-examined. 

Medical  examination  was  carried  out  for  the  new  entrants,  the  old  defective 
students  and  the  students  who  were  never  examined  before.  The  usual  system  of  the 
detailed  examination  was  (1)  a  general  clinical  examination  of  the  whole  body 
including  the  heart,  lungs,  ear,  nose  and  throat,  (2)  a  test  for  normal  vision, 
(3)  Examination  of  the  private  parts  to  find  out  the  leprotic  patches  or  any 
contagious  diseases  under  the  cover  of  clothing  and  also  the  diseases  of  the 
genitals. 

In  almost  all  the  schools  the  guardians  were  comunicated  about  the  diseases 
detected  in  their  wards,  but  only  a  low  per  cent  of  them  took  advantage  of  such 
information  and  got  their  wards  treated. 

Diseases  and  Defects — Out  of  2,646  scholars  examined  1,716  or  64  85  percent 
scholars  were  found  defective  as  compared  with  66*2  percent  of  the  previous  year. 
Although  there  has  been  some  development  in  the  sense  of  hygienio  conciousness  and 
knowl  edge  about  better  food  amongst  the  people,  scarcity  of  food  materials  and  abnormal 
pr,c^  8  of  commodities  stood  in  the  way  of  the  parents  to  provide  nutritious  diet  for 
their  children.  In  consequence  the  standard  of  nutrition  amongst  the  scholars  did  not 
give  any  better  indication  than  what  was  in  the  previous  year. 

In  addition  to  this,  malaria  has  played  a  very  singnificant  roll  in  bringing  about 
*his  deplorable  state  of  affairs.  The  schools  in  the  district  of  Balasore  contributed  a 
large  percent  of  defectives  towards  the  total  figure  and  many  scholars  though  had  been 
taking  adequate  diet,  had  presented  a  low  standard  of  nutrition  due  to  chronic  malaria.

During  the  year  under  report,  23  cases  of  leprosy  were  detected,  all  of  whom  were 
early  neural  patches  and  were  in  non-infectivo  stage.  In  most  cases  the  guardians  cf 
these  scholars  were  persuaded  to  get  their  children  treated  without  any  delay.  The  old 
cases  were  re  examined  and  were  found  either  cured  or  in  improved  condition.  They 
received  special  attention  from  their  Headmasters  who  always  demanded  the  outdoor 
receipt'?  r  -  *  clinics  where  they  under  went  treatment.

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5.  Students  unprotected  against  smallpox — The  school  authorities  were  advised  to 
get  each  of  the  students  vaccinated  as  were  found  unprotected  against  smallpox.  During 
the  year  under  report  as  many  as  100  or  3  7  per  cent  of  scholars  were  found  withfot 
any  successful  marks  of  vaccination  on  their  persons  and  they  were  recommended  or 
immediate  vaccination. 

Midday  Refreshment— The  supply  of  tiffin  to  scholars  during  the  interval  of  school 
hours  has  been  made  compulsory.  The  schools  in  the  urban  areas  who  have  got  better 
facilities  to  procure  the  foodstuff  easily  have  been  supplying  tiffin  of  the  prescribed 
varities  regularly. 

Scholars  benefited  by  the  School  Medical  Examination — Of  the  835  old  defective 
scholars  examined,  504  or  €0*45  per  cent  were  found  to  have  been  benefited.  Some  of 
the  benefited  scholars  had  minor  ailments  which  needed  very  little  attention.  Change 
©f  weather,  diet  and  environment  played  a  great  part  in  curing  these  defects.  The  few 
cultured  guardians  who  are  conscious  of  the  consequence  of  the  defects  in  their  wards 
paid  necessary  attention  and  got  their  wards  properly  treated.  In  certain  schools  the 
Headmasters  took  initiative  in  the  matter  and  got  the  defective  scholars  treated  in  the 
local  dispensaries. 

Hygiene  lectures — Lectures  on  Anatomy,  Physiology  and  Hygiene  were  delivered  to 
♦he  students  of  the  two  topmost  classes  of  the  high  schools  visited.  The  total  number  of 
lectures  delivered  was  236  which  included  32  lectures  delivered  to  the*  teachers  of 
primary  schools  in  the  different  districts  of  the  Province  during  summer  vacation. 

Vacation  course  of  lectures  to  the  teachers  of  Primary  Schools — During  the  year 
under  report  the  School  Medical  Officer  delivered  a  course  of  lectures  on  various  subjects 
of  Public  Health  interest  to  the  teachers  of  Primary  schools  when  the  schools  were  closed 
for  summer  vacation  and  the  routine  duties  in  schools  were  suspended. 


CHAPTER  X 


Health  Propaganda 

This  work  was  carried  on  as  usual  by  public  lectures  and  talks  with  and  without 
magic  lantern  demonstrations.  Some  films  on  health  subjects  were  also  obtained  from  the 
Red  Cross  film  Circulating  Library,  New  Delhi,  and  were  exhibited  in  Cinema  Halls  for 
the  public,  free  of  cost.  Besides,  several  press  notes  and  leaflets  on  various  communicable 
diseases  were  issued.  Advantage  was  also  taken  of  exhibitions  and  cattle  shows  where 
health  stalls  were  installed.

The  services  of  the  Health  Officers  of  Cuttack,  Puri  and  Balasore  districts  so  far 
maintained  by  the  District  Boards  have  since  been  Provincialised.  Some  of  the  Health 
and  Ministerial  staff  under  the  local  bodies  have  also  been  brought  under  Government 
service. 

Besides  the  above  regular  staff  temporary  staff  of  Sub-Assistant  Surgeons,  Health 
Inspectors  and  Vaccinators  were  appointed  from  time  to  time  to  supplement  the  district 
staff  in  controlling  epidemics.

CHAPTER  XII 
Vaccination 

Primary  V accination  (  Statement  No.l) — During  the  year  under  report  2,13,414; 
persons  were  primarily  vaccinated  against  2,46,874  in  the  prevous  year.  Out  of  2,13,414 
primary  vaccinations  96.29  were  successful. 

Re-vaccination —  9,13,552  persons  were  re- vaccinated  against  11,  88,155  in  the 
previous  year.  The  percentage  of  successful  cases  was  58*43. 

Out  of  11,  26,966  persons  vaccinated  on  the  whole,  7,05,919  were  males  and  4,  21,047 
were  females. 

Vaccine  Lymph — During  the  year  9,35,642  doses  of  vaccine  lymph  were 
purchased  form  the  Vaccine  Institute  of  the  Government  of  Bihar  against  1 1 ,  88,567 
doses  in  the  previous  year  and  were  issued  free  of  charge  for  vaccination  in  the  Province. 
The  expenditure  on  this  account  amounted  to  Rs.  30,030  against  Rs.  30,952  in  the 
previous  year. 

Compulsory  Vaccination — Primary  Vacoination  is  compulsory  in  all  the  Munci- 
mlities  of  North  Orissa  and  in  the  districts  of  Cuttak,  Puri  and  Balasore.  Both 
Primary  and  ro-vaccination  are  compulsory  in  Ganiam  plains  and  in  the  Union  Board 
areas  of  Koraput  district.

Training  of  Health  Inspectors — 26  candidates  were  given  training  in  Health  Inspect 
tors’  Course,  out  of  which  24  candidates  came  out  successful.  The  candidates  were 
given  a  stipend  of  Rs.  20  per  mensem  each  during  the  period  of  training  extending  for 
10  months. 

Public  Health  Laboratory — The  Bacteriologist  and  Pathologist  to  the  Government 
of  Orissa  was  in  charge  of  the  Laboratory.  Ho  is  also  the  Publio  Analyst  to  the 
Government. 

10,187  samples  were  examined  in  the  Laboratory  against  12,877  in  the  previous 
year.  Of  these  305  were  samples  of  water,  564  food  stuffs  and  9,  318  pathological 
specimens  including  those  of  blood  tested  in  connection  with  Blood  Transfusion  Service.

Special  work — A  field  unit  was  deputed  to  Puri  during  the  Car  festival  to  carry  on 
investigation  of  eases  *of  Cholera. 

Port  Health  Administration — For  the  three  minor  ports  in  the  Province  a  medical 
officer  is  in  chargo  at  each  of  the  ports  of  Chandbali  and  Gopalpur  and  the  Civil  Surgeon, 
Puri,  is  in  charge  of  the  Puri  port. 

At  Chandbali  only  two  vessels  ply  to  Calcutta  on  traffic.  No  vessel  called  at  the  Puri 
port.  The  traffic  with  Rangoon  which  Gopalpur  used  to  maintain  was  suspended  during 
the  year.  Therefore  the  disinfecting  staff  maintained  there  were  discharged  excepting  a 
fireman  to  look  after  the  disinfecting  machine,

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Executive  Comnrttee  of  the  Orissa  Provincial  Branch  of  the  British  Empire 

Leprosy  Relief  Assocatin  for  the  year  1946-47 

This  is  the  tenth  year  since  the  Orissa  Branch  of  the  British  Empire  Leprosy  Relief  Association  was 
created  During  the  year  there  was  steady  progress  which  could  be  maintained  inspite  of  adverse  after-war 
‘  fluence  Inspite  of  its  meagre  finance  and  the  difficulties  experienced  in  securing  the  necessary  men  and 
material,*  the  Association  steered  through  a  smooth  way  under  the  inspiring  president-ship  of  His 
Excellency,  the  Governor. 


The  main  features  of  the  anti-leprosy  work,  carried  out  during  the  period,  were  survey,  propaganda 
treatment  and  isolation. 

Qurve„  _ Survey  was  conducted  only  in  selected  areas  as  it  was  considered  useful  to  pay  proper 

ttention  to  the  treatment  of  oases  already  deteoted  rather  than  continuing  to  detect  cases  and  fail  to 
^ovjde  necessary  treatment  for  all.  The  staff  appointed  by  the  Association  has  been  found  quite 
Pr  Equate  to  carry  on  more  intensive  survey  on  regular  lines.  As  almost  all  of  them  have  been  attached 
t^the  rural  leprosy  clinics  they  find  little  or  no  time  to  carry  on  survey  work.  As  a  result  of  the  survey 
nd  resurvey  conducted  in  certain  ‘areas  during  the  year,  681  cases  were  deteoted  in  372  villages  amongst 
a  ulation  of  0*145  lakhs  actually  examined.  The  District  Leprosy  and  Epidemio  Officers  also  visitor! 
fitfachools  and  detected  33  cases  amongst  2,616  students  examined.  These  figures  reveal  an  incidence  of  4 
cent  in  the  population  actually  examined  in  villages  and  1*  2  per  cent  amongst  the  students  examined. 
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• 

Propaganda  — This  aspect  of  the  scheme  whioh  aims  at  educating  the  public  in  elementary  knowledge 
of  cause,  transmission  and  remedy  of  leprosy  has  been  tackled  in  several  ways.  Besides  the  usual  magic 
lantern  lectures  and  distribution  of  specially  printed  booklets  and  leaflets  through  the  District  Leprosy 
staff  and  other  agenoies  ooloured  posters,  charts,  models  etc  ,  were  displayed  at  exhibitions,  melas  and  at 
other  places  of  public  importance.  A  special  feature  of  propaganda  is  the  observance  of  ‘  Leper  day  ’  in 
some  of  the  distriot  headquarters  as  well  as  in  rural  areas.  Booklets  and  leaflets  numbering  26,40  were 
printed  and  distributed  through  the  District  Leprosy  staff,  who  also,  in  course  of  their  tours  delivered  85 
lectures  with  magic  lanterns  and  606  without  magio  lanterns  on  different  aspects  of  the  diseases  with  a 
specific  view  to  persuade  people  to  attend  treatment  centres  regularly. 

Treatment  — The  total  number  of  cases  undergoing  treatment  during  the  year  was  5,970.  For  want  of 
facilities  there  ha-  been  some  fall  in  attendance  at  the  dispensary  clinics.  The  association  sanctioned  the 
co  t  of  repairs  of  the  Banki  Dispensary  clinio  as  a  special  ca«e.  Inspite  of  the  limited  financial  resources 
available  with  the  Association  some  more  clinio  sheds  have  been  constructed  in  addition  to  the  usual 
maintenance  of  the  existing  sheds. 

The  total  number  of  leprosy  clinics  now  working  throughout  the  Province  is  188  as  against  183 
functioned  during  the  last  year.  Out  of  188  clinics,  42  have  been  opened  in  remote  rural  areas  where 
there  is  no  modioal  aid  available  and  hospitals  or  dispensaries  are  far  away  from  the  infected  village. 
These  clinics  are  entirely  managed  by  the  Provincial  Leprosy  Relief  Association.  The  Leprosy  Assistants 
appointed  by  the  Association  have  been  placed  in  oharge  of  the  clinics.  Treatment  is  usually  given  by 
them  onoe  or  twice  a  week  according  to  the  number  of  patients  ooming  forth.

As  a  result  of  the  treatment  given  at  various  leprosy  clinics  in  the  Provinoe  4,215  oases  have  been 
found  with  definite  improvement  and  694  oases  have  been  found  sign  free  as  against  4,149  and  740  of 
the  pervious  year,  respectively.  ,

Isolation — Survey  and  propaganda  are  only  methods  of  enlightening  the  staff  and  the  publio  on  the 
magnitude  of  the  problem  and  the  scientific  truth  of  the  disease.  Even  treatment  has  limited  value  in  so 
far  as  it  cannot  by  its  If  eradieate  the  evil  from  the  community.  Isolation  is  the  only  known  method  to 
taokle  the  problem  in  the  right  direction. 

Isolation  can  be  affected  in  institutions,  homes  and  villages.  Isolation  in  institutions  such  as  Laper 
colonies  and  asylums  is  undoubtedly  in  ideal  method  of  segregating  infectious  lepers,  but  want  of 
funds  is  a  great  handicap.  Though  the  initial  and  the  recurring  expenses  of  a  well  equipped  Leper 
asylum,  such  as  the  one  at  Cuttack,  are  prohibitive,  institutional  segregation  should  be  given  effect  to  at 
the  first  instance  when  circumstances  favour.  Next  comes  home  isolation,  which,  if  properly  done,  can 
solve  the  problem  to  some  extent.  Home  isolation  has  very  limited  scope  and  is  not  universally  sucoesafu  1 
owing  to  many  practical  difficultis3  in  ordinary  Indian  homes.  Due  to  low  economio  condition  or  laok 
of  perfect  appreciation,  the  principles  of  isolation  are  often  violated  at  homes. 

The  third  method  is  isolation  in  villages.  This  method  whioh  provides  an  isolation  shed  at  the 
outskirt  of  a  village  or  a  group  of  villages,  would  solve  the  problem  to  a  great  extent.  In  the  first  place 
construction  of  sheds  involves  comparatively  a  small  expenditure.  In  the  second  place  it  is  nearer 
to  the  house  of  the  patient  and  obviates  any  sense  of  total  separation  from  the  family.  In  course  of 
time  the  village  isolation  centres  can  conveniently  be  converted  into  small  leper  colonies  as  funds  permit.. 
The  Association  sinoe  its  inception  has  been  able  to  establish  8  such  small  leper  colonies  at  the  following 
places  and  114  infective  cases  have  been  segregated  therein.

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The  Trivedi  Leper  Colony  at  Janla  is  a  model  colony  being  set  up  from  a  nucleus  originally  designed 
to  accommodate  10  patients.  The  model  colony,  when  fully  established,  will  accommodate  isolation  of 
almost  all  the  infective  cases  within  a  jurisdiction  of  5  miles  around.  Ab  »ut  40  cases  are  estimated  to  be 
segregated  and  provision  has  been  made  accordingly.  The  colony  is  expected  to  start  functioning  shortly. 
The  Provincial  Government  have  been  pleased  to  grant  Rs.  10, (  00  towards  the  initial  expenditure  and 
the  Central  council  has  agreed  to  meet  the  recurring  expenditure  to  be  involved  in  segregating  40 
patients.  The  results  of  this  model  institution  will  be  watched  after  ten  years. 

With  regard  to  other  leper  colonies,  stated  above,  the  Association  pays  capitation  grant  of  Rs.  5 
per  head  per  month  and  the  looal  committee  or  the  District  Leprosy  Council  concerned  meets  the  rest  of 
the  expenditure. 

Seth  Abdul  Rahim  Osman  has  most  generously  provided  funds  for  the  construction  of  a  clinic  shed 
for  the  patients  of  Muslim,  Hindu  and  other  communities  who  gather  at  the  Pir  of  Hazrat  Sayed 
Julaluddin  Bokhari  at  Kaipodora  with  the  belief  of  being  cured  of  leprosy  by  prayer.  The  fc'ethji  meets 
also  the  feeding  chvrges  of  these  patients.  The  clinic  has  started  functioning  from  December  1st.  The 
Sethji  has  also  promised  to  >  onstruct  a  building  for  the  establishment  of  a  colony  to  accommodate 
60  infective  lepers  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Kaipodora  and  to  meet  the  cost  of  maintenance  entirely. 
The  Provincial  Leprosy  Relief  Association  will  help  him  by  lending  a  leprosy  assistant  with 
necessery  drugs  and  equipments.  Arrangements  are  already  in  progress  for  the  construction  of  the 
proposed  colony. 

The  leper  colony  at  Gunupur  in  Koraput,  the  construction  of  which  has  since  been  completed,  is 
expected  to  function  during  the  current  year.  The  District  Council  has  already  raised  necessary  funds  for 
the  purpose.  The  Council  has  also  taken  over  the  building  belonging  io  Public  Works  Department  on  the 
banks  of  the  Indrabati  near  Nowrangpur  and  has  been  devising  ways  and  means  to  establish  a  colony 
there.  This  is  a  suitablo  place  and  will  be  the  nucleus  of  the  luture  colony  in  Koraput  district. 

There  is  a  fairly  large  leper  settlement  at  Hatigarh  in  the  district  of  Balasore.  At  this  colony  the 
Leper  population  is  more  than  100.  Many  of  the  patients  have  practically  settleed  with  their  families 
in  this  colony  and  maintain  themselves  by  cultivation  and  daily  wages  and  a  few  depend  upon  local 
charity.  The  Provincial  Government  contribute  Rs.  1,200  to  this  colony  for  treatment  and  the 
Provincial  Association  give  a  grant  of  Rs.  400. 

As  many  as  6,983  infective  lepers  have  been  detected  so  far,  and  it  is  essential  that  adequate 
hospitalisation  is  provided  for  them  to  ensure  effective  control  of  the  disease.  As  a  post-war  measure  there 
is  a  provision  for  hospitalisation  of  300  patients  in  each  of  the  districts  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  problem 
can  be  solved  to  some  extent  wnen  the  scheme  is  given  effect  to. 

% 

Hydnocarpous  plantation — A  small  plantation  of  Hydnocarpous  is  under  experiment  in  Haripur 
reserve  forest  (Puri  district).  There  are  57  plants  reared  in  an  acre  of  land.  The  progress  of  growth  and 
fruiting  is  being  watched  to  see  how  far  the  cultivation  can  be  taken  up  on  a  commercial  scale.  The 
Divisional  Forest  Officer  is  in  charge  of  this  plantation. 

District  Councils — The  District  Councils  of  Ganjam,  Sambalpur  and  Balasore  have  been  doing 
satisfactory  work.  Ihe  District  Council  of  Koraput  has  improved  by  collecting  about  Rs.  4,500.  The 
District  Council,  Cuttaok  has  been  recently  reconstituted.  The  District  Council,  Puri  needs  improvement 

Executive  Committee — Lt.  Col.,  A.  N.  Chopra,  o.b.e  ,  i.m.s.,  Director  of  Health  and  Inspector- 
General  of  Prisons,  Crissa  continued  to  De  tne  ex-officio  Chairman  of  tli9  Executive  Committee  during 
the  year  under  review  except  from  the  23rd  July  1946  to  the  16th  October  1946  when  Rai  Saheb  Dr.  B. 
Naik,  M.  b.,  d.  p.  H.,  was  in  charge  of  the  Chairmanship  as  the  former  was  on  Pave  outside  the  Province. 
Rao  Sahib  Dr.  B.  Misra,  m.b.,b.s.,  continued  to  be  the  ex-officio  Honorary  Secretary  and  Honorary 
Treasurer  during  the  whole  year. 

Business  Meetings — The  Executive  Committee  met  three  times  during  tbe  year  to  conduct  the 
b  usiness  of  the  Association.

Finance — Besides  the  usual  annual  grant  of  Rs.  17,000  the  Association  received  a  sum  of  Rs.  10,000 
from  the  Provincial  Government  towards  the  initial  expenditure  on  account  of  the  construction  of  the 
Triveedi  Leper  Colony.  The  British  Empire  Leprosy  Relief  Association  (Indian  Council)  also  paid 
Rs.  1,137-8-0  during  the  year  excluding  the  amount  of  Rs.  5,110  paid  already  for  one  year’s  running 
expenses  of  the  Trivedi  Leper  Colony. 

Life  Members — The  number  of  life  members  has  increased  from  18  to  28  durjng  the  year. 

The  Association  hopes  to  increase  the  number  of  life  and  ordinary  members. 

\ 

Financial  Position — The  existing  finance  cf  the  Association  is  inadequate  even  to  expand  its 
normal  activities.  The  Provincial  Government  have  been  approached  to  sanotion  the  scheme,  on  anti¬ 
leprosy  work  on  permanent  basis  and  to  increase  their  annual  contribution  from  Rs.  17,000  to  27,000. 
Government  have  also  been  requested  to  sanction  an  additional  amount  of  Rs.  10,000  to  cover  the 
deficit  for  the  year  1945-46.  A  favourable  response  from  Government  and  the  public  will  improve  the 
financial  position  to  some  extent.

The  year  1946  opend  with  30  Divisions  in  the  District  No.  19.  Although  the  end  of  War,  which 
brought  relief  of  a  long  struggle,  was  likely  to  create  an  easing  tendency  in  the  members,  yet  the 
Divisions  engaged  themselves  enthusiastically  in  the  day  to  day  emergencies. 


Activities — The  Cuttack  Divisions  attended  the  Bali  Jatra  festival  which  is  held  on  the  Bank  of 
river  Mahanadi.  It>  is  a  popular  festival  and  attracts  a  large  number  of  people  from  the  town  and  suburbs. 
The  members  helped  the  Health  Department  in  keeping  the  place  in  good  sanitary  condition  and  in 
reducing  publio  nuisance.  Cholera  was  apprehended  to  be  imported  from  Dhabaleswar,  a  nearby 
place  waere  a  festival  had  just  preceded  B  ili  Jatra  and  waere  the  epidemic  threatened  to  break  and  spread 
out.  The  members  kept  keen  vigilance  over  the  sale  of  food  stuffs  and  disoouraged  purchase  of  articles 
exposed  to  flies  and  dust.  They  persuaded  the  pilgrims  not  to  drink  water  from  poluted  sources.

They  established  a  First  aid  Camp  in  the  festival  area.  About  20  minor  injuries  were  treated 
About  30  persons  were  given  water  to  drink.  One  unconscious  person  was  taken  to  the  Genera* 
Hospital  for  treatment.  Some  lost  children  were  restored  to  their  parents. 


The  Cuttack  Divisions  No.  I  and  II  and  the  Puri  Divisions  worked  in  connection  with  the  Puri 
Car  festivals  .The  festivals  attract  a  huge  number  of  pilgrims  from  every  corner  of  the  country.  The 
assemblage  is  unwieldy,  the  rush  uncontrollable  and  the  number  of  accidents  not  too  small.  The 
members  kept  the  atmosphere  cool  by  sprinkling  water  and  helped  greatly  in  controlling  the  rush. 
They  gave  water  to  the  thirsty  and  first-aid  to  tne  sick  and  injured.  Special  mention  may  be  of  some 
suspected  cholera  cases  which  the  members  attended  on  promptly  and  arranged  to  send  them  to  the 
hospital  immediately. 

The  members  of  the  Cuttack  Division  No.  II  gave  a  good  account  of  work  in  saving  three  boys 
from  drowning,  giving  first-aid  to  seven  persons  injured  in  affray  cases  and  helping  in  the  cremation  of 
destitute  dead  bodies.  A  man  who  had  epilepsy  was  found  drowned  in  a  tank.  He  was  rescued, 
givjn  first-aid  and  sent  to  the  hospital  by  oar. 

The  Koraput  Division  helped  on  two  occasions  in  removing  out  persons  from  houses  on  fire. 


The  Cadet  and  Nursing  Divisions  attended  on  the  sick  in  hostels  and  at  residences 

2.  All  the  Divisions  met  regularly.  There  medical  members  and  those  who  hold  medallions  gave 
instruction  in  First-aid  and  Home  Nursing.  They  also  helped  practice  performances  occasionally.  * 


General  Parades — The  Divisions  held  genera‘1  parades  for  inspection  by  the  Presidents  and  the  Chief 
Commissioner.  Their  turn  out  was  creditable  on  every  occasion. 

3.  Training — Courses  in  First-aid  and  Home  Nursing  were  arranged  all  over  the  Province.  During 
the  year  483  were  trained  in  First-aid  bringing  the  total  to  3,124  in  First-aid  and  323  in  Home  Nursing. 
The  members  of  the  Medical  Department  rendered  voluntary  service  in  training  and  examining  the 
candidates. 


In  some  quarters  there  was  an  impression  that  the  organisation  was  meant  to  work  during  war  and  aa 
the  war  is  over  there  is  nothing  more  to  be  done.  This  impression  was  removed  by  personnel  talks  and 
the  Divisions  were  in  full  enthusiasm  and  spirit. 


4.  Constitution — His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  Lady  Trivedi  took  charge  of  the  Presidentship 
from  Sir  Hawthorn  and  Laly  Lewis.  On  place  of  Mr.  S.  C.  Tripathy,  o.b.e.,  i.e.s.,  Mr.  C.  M.  Wright- 
Neville,  i.  p.,  is  the  District  Superintendent,  Major  P.  L.  O’Neill,  i.m.s.  succeeded  Major  R.  T.  Hicks, 
o.b.e. ,  i.m.s.  as  the  District  Surgeon.
